Light

Since this is, without controversy, 
the generation of enlightenment 
(light) to both the children of light 
and also the world, we wish to ex- 
press the text in its more protruding 
meaning in reading it thus: 

“The children of this world are, in 
their generation of light, wiser than 
the children of light in the same gen- 
eration of light of equal opportunities 
—spiritually.” 

Now, two more texts we wish to use 
in substance of thought as basic con- 
struction for our text proper. 

We read, “God hath spoken once; 
twice have I heard this; that POWER 
belongeth unto God,” Psalms 62:11. 
Again, “Who art thou, O great moun- 
tain?” Zech. 4:7. 

This generation of wise men have 
taken God at His word and kept one 
major commandment: Gen. 1:28, “Be 
fruitful, multiply, replenish and 
SUBDUE the earth.” This the world 
has done. Since this commandment 
was given after the fall from spiritual 
vision, it was decidedly to the world. 
And we are to understand that the 
last clause of that commandment has 
been mostly accomplished in the last 
two decades—this generation. 

This world of ingenuity has sub- 
dued this earth and the elements of 
which we have to do, by utilizing ev- 
ery conceivable matter and substance 
that ingenuity, enlightenment (light) 
could possibly think of, conceive, 
mobilize, assimilate to unit work. 
From the earth, the sea, the air, these 
things of awe-striking consequence 
have been brought forth to the human 
family. From the basement to the 
superfluous penthouse, is the innum- 
erable gadgets of a part of human 
automatum, the automobile, plane, 
radio, television, refrigeration and in- 
numerable host of minor gadgets of 
lesser notice, but of primary impor- 
tance in kecping beyond the expecta- 
tion of the human mind to devise. Lo 
and behold, it is always there—just 
ahead of the conception of the mod- 
ern housewife. And the same is ap- 
plicable to every situation of life, al- 
ways efficiency, anything and all 
things needed of this life we find. 

And when we look on this global 
war of perfect material mobilization 
and dispatch of war prosecution, ap- 
parently the world lacks not anything. 
The instruments of war rolling off the 
assembly lines in due clock-wise time 
at demand and need regardless of 
strikes or any other obstruction, and 
there are mountains of them; never- 
theless, man moves on. He is wise. He 
has light. There is nothing impos- 
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sible, man says, to do. He sees possi- 
bilities, studies, thinks, conceives, and 
brings into being the things we find 
before us every day. First, it was only 
an idea. Thinking, deep thinking, took 
hold. Thought assimilated different 
parts of unit indispensable to form 
the unit proper. And the object was 
brought into being, a material reality. 
We are challenged with this text also, 
2 Tim. 2:15. This colossal achievement 
of man has been brought about 
through confidence of the material 
substance that this nation offers. 
And that that has been needed, of 
course, has come from even the po- 
tential promises of this universe. Man 
conceives a thing—an objective he de- 
sires—forms an idea; he then seeks 
the material to accomplish it, not 
questioning its being somewhere in 
this big world with all its apparent 
supplies and its potential created 
things where they find it. Job says in 
28:1, “Surely there is a vein for the 
Silver, and a place for gold where they 
find it.” He, God, searcheth out all 
perfection, and the things that are 
hid; He bringeth forth to light—~yes, 
even to this generation. 

All this has been achieved by 
POWER. Remember, power belong- 
eth unto God. “And wno art thou, O 
great mountain?” 

COMPARISON 

For parallel similitude of accom- 
plishments, look with me at our Gov- 
ernment’s procedure. They counsel to 
a decisive object to achieve. Whether 
it is a military highway across a bay, 
a river, a jungle or on the side of a 
rugged mountain or through it, they 
do carry out their objective. First, 
surveyors are sent out to determine 
the course, then engineers to broaden 
and stake the route. First and last to 
achieve this conceived possibility, 
POWER is certainly utilized in every 
way and capacity needed. 

Orders are (and it is a command- 
ment), from our capital, to go through 
the side of a mountain in a certain 
territory, a proposed military road. 
There is nothing more delightful to 
an engineering party than to receive 
such an assignment, and the harder 
and more difficult to make it real 
tecnnique to the actual workmen, the 


* more interesting. Inevitably all of us 


do agree that whatever our Govern- 
ment conceives to do, they do it. And 
we can rock back and forth on our 
heel and toe and say it assuredly, 
“Our government does not stagger at 
any mountain that is necessary to 
move to accomplish its objective. 
And they go forward conquering and 
to “conquer.” 

I.ook with me to the greatest bridge 
building feat ever imagined by man,

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the mass of concrete and steel across 
San Francisco Bay. We used to cross 
there by ferry and never even dreamed 
there would be such a bridge. Ana as 
far as we know, no one else ever 
dreamed of it. But that was thirty 
years ago. Light has come since that 
time, yes, even to the children of men. 
Tney are wise. They have light. Tney 
see things. And they move on to the 
things tney see, and, of course, desire 
to have them, and do have them. 
When Mr. Roosevelt visited the 
Boulder Dam on tour of inspection 
and as he walked up on top of that 
mountain of concrete, one press cor- 
respondent asked him what he 
thought of it. After a moment of si- 
lence he answered, “I’m speechless.” 
So it is true. We are inaeed awe- 
stricken at the many great achieve- 
ments of man. Indeed, it is staggering 
when we behold it with our eyes. But 
God spoke! God said subdue the 
earth. So it certainly is being done. 
The same achievements are being 
accomplisned in. every trend of life 
that ingenuity of man has been sought 
out. Luxury, pleasure, surgical, medi- 
cal and medical luxury caters to every 
whim of wnimpering human beings, 
and to the extent that God is out lor 
the duration with the millions of the 


world. 
LOST VISION 


Now, what has happened? Answer: 
Unhke the children of tnis worid, tne 
children of light have lost the vision 
of believing God for His great things, 
for these last days. As we scrutinize 
the glorious promise of God not yet 
received for lack of faith in the great 
God of heaven, doubting Him, unbe- 
lief, worldliness, formality, sin, lost

Jewish Relief 


The American Jewish Joint Distri- 
bution Committee had in the first 
five months of 1943, appropriated $3,- 
629,000 for its work overseas. This rep- 
resents an increase of nearly a half 
million dollars over the organization’s 
budgetary appropriations for a sim- 
ilar period of 1942. These funds are 
being expended on behalf of refugees 
from Nazi persecution in Switzerland, 
Spain, Portugal, Sweden, North Africa, 
the Near East, Asiatic Russia, and in 
Central and South America. Assist- 
ance by the Joint Distribution Com- 
mittee is being continued, too, in 
France and, to a limited extent, in 
other occupied countries under ar- 
rangements made before America’s 
entrance into the war, which permits 
responsible local committees to bor- 
row in the Joint Distribution Com- 
mittee’s name there, for post-war re- 
payment, as well as by means of funds 
deposited with the communities be- 
fore the outbreak of hostilities.

2,071 C. O.’s Convicted of Draft 
Violations 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 3 (RNS) 
—A total of 2,071 conscientious objec- 
tors were convicted of Selective Serv- 
ice Act violations between October, 
1940, and June 30, 1943, according to 
the U. S. Justice Department. 

More than half of this number— 
1,253—-were members of the Jehovah’s 
Witnesses sect, the department re- 
ported, most of whom demanded full 
exemption from military service on 
the ground that they were ministers. 

Some 668 of the 2,071 C. O.’s refused 
to perform work after they received 
exemption from all military service. 
Of these, 554 were Jehovah’s Wit- 
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nesses.

R.N.S. Staff Writer Says 


“During my two months in Germany 
I did not see any large church con- 
gregations.” He expressed the opinion 
that attendance at Protestant 
churches has fallen off during the 
war. 

He declared, however, that the 
churches will play an important part 
in the reconstruction of post-war 
Germany. Few leading clergymen, he 
said, support the Nazi-controlled 
Christian movement. 

While the Nazis may be easing up 
on anti-church activity within Ger- 
many, there’s no indication of a 
Similar reversal of policy in Nazi- 
occupied countries. 

Clergymen in the German protec- 
torate of Bohemia-Moravia are being 
subjected to a campaign of wholesale 
arrests, and the situation there is held 
comparable to conditions in Holland, 
where hundreds of Dutch pastors and 
lay readers are confined to concen- 
tration camps. 

All Bulgarian clergymen below the 
age of fifty must serve four months in 
Nazi-occupied “liberated” territory 
outside Bulgaria.

Bible Shortage 


Many a person in the United States 
stepped into a bookstore last week to 
buy a Bible and was surprised to find 
he could not buy one. 

Despite the fact that Bible publish- 
ers have upped their output (the 
American Bible Society last year 
printed 5,371,293 Bibles for United 
States readers, a 21 per cent increase 
over 1940), men and women in the 
armed forces and civilians at home 
have snapped up Bibles faster than 
they have come from the presses. 

There are also manufacturing dif- 
ficulties. Leather is scarce (some types 
cannot be got at all), paper is not too 
plentiful. But the big snag is the short- 
age of men in binderies and shipping 
rooms. 

The World Publishing Company has 
a backlog of orders for 1,000,000 Bibles 
and Testaments, is refusing all new 
orders until these are filled. Oxford 
University Press (which manufactures 
80 per cent of its Bibles and Testa- 
ments in the United States) now fills 
back orders on a percentage basis, has 
announced that beginning October 1 
it will ration Bibles, giving bookstores 
a quota based on previous sales. 

Communist Party Recruits Black 
Men With White Women 
The following is part of an article 


by Gerad K. Smith relative to Com- 
munist activities in Detroit and other 


places: 

“What happens? Well, in the City 
of Detroit we nave a large Communist 
Party. One of the tricks of this Com- 
munist Party is to recruit black men 
by the use of white women. In a very 
responsible newspaper, published in 
Redford, Michigan, a suburb of De- 
troit, there appeared on.June 24, an 
article dealing with the riots and the 
cause of the riots. The writer of this 
article fixed the blame where it be- 
longs—on the Communists and their 
co-ordinates. The article contained 
among other things the following two 
paragraphs: 

“*The Communist Party is so de- 
termined to snow its unmatchable 
friendliness with negroes that it is an 
inviolate rule that if a negro Com- 
munist asks a white girl Communist 
for a date, the white girl must accept, 
or be expelled from the Communist 
Party. White girls have been expelled 
from the Communist Party because 
they would not accept negro dates. 
They are expelled on the charge of 
being guilty of white chauvinism. 

“Tf any Communist doubts the 
above paragraph, this newspaper 
stands ready to bring forward a 
negro of national prominence, a for- 
mer Communist, who will furnish all 
the glowing details.’ 

“T conferred with the negro to which 
this editorial refers.” 


Pastor and U. S. Agent Agree 
on Future 


The following prophetic calcula- 
tions of the future of America was 
published in the Protestant Voice: 

“Two pessimistic predictions, one df 
them by a California clergyman, were 
cause for comment in church circles 
this week. 

“Speaking at Poland Spring, Me., 
Rev. Charles Forbes Taylor, of Pasa- 
dena, foresaw a jazz age following 
World War II ‘which will make that 
which followed World War I seem like 
a knitting bee.’ His remarks, carried 
by United Press, were widely quoted. 

“Another dark picture was painted 
at the fiftieth convention of the In- 
ternational Association of Chiefs of 
Police. 

““*A new era of crime, with gang- 
sters operating from helicopter planes 
and escaping with ease across state 
and national boundaries’ was envis- 
aged by Chief Frank J. Wilson of the 

. S. Secret Service, who thinks 
methods of combatting the aerial 
bandits should be designed immedi- 
ately. 

“Mr. Taylor sees the present ‘mad 
pursuit of pleasure’ as the forerunner 
of what he refers to mildly as a ‘bad 
period.’ 

“Thousands of Americans,’ he said, 
‘are subscribing to the philosophy of 
‘eat, drink and be merry, for tomor- 
row we die. Unless the people come to 
their senses and realize there is a tre- 
mendous job of reconstruction facing 
us, we are in for a bad period.’ 

“Less sensational than his helicop- 
ter age-of-crime prediction was Chief 
Wilson’s announcement that a 97 per 
cent cut in counterfeiting during the 
past six years had been effected. He 
also had a good word for various po- 
lice officers who have helped to pro- 
tect the President on his frequent 
cross-country trips.” 
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Personal Consecration 


Rev. Len G. Broughton, D.D. 


In the beginning of my ministry I 
did a good deal of evangelistic work. 
It is a good way for any young 
preacher to begin his ministry—in- 
deed, I think he ought to begin that 
way and keep it up. At that time I 
had a great many propositions to 
make in my meetings. I would have 
the people up and down, and down 
and up for all sorts of things. 

I remember one time beginning a 
meeting in an old conservative church 
in one of the most conservative towns 
in the South. A large crowd had gath- 
ered to hear my first sermon. It was 
not much of a sermon, however, that 
they heard, but a good deal of prop- 
osition making. 

To begin with, I asked all fathers 
who had unsaved sons to stand up. 
Nobody stood, however, except a little 
boy about twelve years old who sat 
far back in the congregation. He 
arose, but he was not satisfied to 
stand; he got up on the seat and lift- 
ed his hands. He was determined to 
be seen. Everybody laughed at the 
mistake, and I said, “Young man, that 
will do; sit down.” My next proposi- 
tion was to mothers, but not a mother 
stood. The same little boy got up, how- 
ever. “That will do,” said I, “sit down.” 
Then I went for the brothers and sis- 
ters. I made five propositions that 
night and he responded to every one 
of them, indeed he was the only one 
who paid any attention to them what- 
ever, and I went away from that 
meeting very much humiliated. 

The next morning I ran the same 
proposition business, and to every 
proposition this same little boy re- 
sponded. The same was true of the 
night service, and on through all the 
services of three days. To every prop- 
osition I made he responded, and he 
was the only one who did. Finally a 
deacon of the church came to me and 
said, “Brother Broughton, you seem to 
be having a dull time.” 

“No dull time about it, deacon,” I 
said; “I never saw a much livelier 
time than we are having.” 

“Yes, but we are not having any 
meeting.” 

“Meeting!” said I. “What do you 
mean by a meeting? Did you ever see 
more people trying to get in a church 
in this town than we are having?” 
“No, but folks don’t make a meet- 
ing.” 

“But I am sure benches don’t,” said 


“No,” said he, “but there is no 
spirit in the meeting.” 

“Well,” I said, “that may be true, I 
think it is true; but what have you 
to say about it?” 

“Why,” said he, “I can tell you what 
is the matter. You know that little 
boy that keeps popping up and down?” 

“Oh, yes, I know him. He is about 
the only soul in this town that I do 
know.” 

“Well,” he said, “that is the trouble. 
That boy is half idiot; the fact is he 
is most whole idiot, and the people 
come to see him perform. That is 
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what they are coming for.” 

“Well,” said I, “what do you think 
I ought to do about it?” 

“Why, stop him, of course.” 

“Stop him!” I said. “Never! He is 
the only sign of life I have seen in 
this town. I feel like paying him to 
go around with me to worry old con- 
servative deacons. Talk about that 
boy! Why he is the only spark of 
hope the church has in this town so 
far as I have been able to see! I would 
not think of putting that light out.” 

“Well,” said the deacon, “he has 
thrown a damper on your meeting.” 

“No, brother, he has not,” I said; 
“you cannot throw a damper on an 
icehouse, and this old thing has been 
frozen over for twenty years.” 

“All right,” he said, “let the boy 
go on.” 

So the boy went on for the rest of 
the week. Now and then he would be 
joined by some other simple soul who 
would stand for prayer, but very sel- 
dom. 

On Sunday the pastor had to go to 
the country to preach a funeral ser- 
mon and he left me to receive mem- 
bers into the church, to “open the 
doors of the church” as we call it in 
the South. 

Just before I went into the pulpit 
Sunday morning the officers of the 
church came to me again and said, 
“Brother Broughton, we understand 
you are going to open the doors of the 
church this morning?” 

“Yes, the pastor requested me to do 
so.” 

“Well,” said they, “we have just 
been talking about it and since there 
is nobody to join the church, so far 
as we know, we have decided to ask 
you to leave that out of the program 
and take up the time preaching.” 

I looked at the brother who said 
that and asked, “Brother, are you 
telling the truth, the whole truth and 
nothing but the truth?” 

“What do you mean?” 

“I mean just what I say.” 

“Explain yourself.” 

“Don’t you know,” I said, “that 
there is somebody to join the church 
this morning? You know that if 1 
open the doors of the church this 
morning that little idiot who is giv- 
ing you brethren so much trouble 
here will present himself for member- 
ship. Is not that the reason why you 
don’t want me to open the doors of 
the church?” 

They bowed their heads for a mo- 
ment and said, “Yes, it is. That child 


. doesn’t know enough to join the 


church, but his people are good peo- 
ple and we don’t want to make them 
mad by refusing him.” 


“Well, brothers,” said I, “I will ad- 
mit that this is an interesting case. 
If I know anything about it, this 
church has had the devil in it for 
twenty years, and I have never heard 
of your making any ado about that. 
Now a little simple, half idiot child 


that cannot do anybody any harm 
wants to join the church, and you 
are scared out of your wits.” 

At the close of the sermon I gave 
the invitation and the little fellow 
came. I knew he would. I asked the 
usual questions and took the vote and 
he was received. 

That night in the meeting a man 
arose and said, “Brother Broughton, I 
want to ask prayer for a man who is 
in this house, one of the most hon- 
ored citizens of our town, a man 
eighty-five years of age, who has not 
been inside a church for twenty-five 
years until tonight. He has been 
known as a skeptic, but I see him 
here tonight and I think he will par- 
don me for making this request. I feel 
so deeply the weight of his soul.” 

As soon as he sat down the old man 
arose and said, “Friends and neigh- 
bors, I am the man you are about 
to pray for. I want to tell you why I 
am here tonight. This little boy who 
sits by my side is my grandson. You 
know that he is an unfortunate lad. 
It is because of that that we have 
loved him so. This morning he came 
home and threw his arms around my 
neck, and said, ‘Oh, Grandpa, I have 
got religion and joined the church, 
and I am so happy I don’t know what 
to do. I wish Grandma was here. Oh, 
Grandpa, you know she went to 
heaven three months ago and I have 
nobody now to talk about Jesus.’” The 
old man then said: “As that child 
said that something struck my heart 
that had not struck it since I was a 
boy and left home to go to college. 
You may call it what you please, but 
if you can, by your prayers, bring the 
grace of God into my heart I shall be 
thankful.” Before we left the church 
that night he was converted. 

The next morning this little fellow 
went out in the town and climbed 
up over his father’s bar counter, for 
he was a barkeeper, and said, “Papa, 
won’t you come with me to hear our 
preacher?” He promised him that he 
would that night, which he did, and 
at two o’clock the father was con- 
verted. The next day he went out de- 
claring to his fellow saloon keepers 
that he was going to be a missionary. 
He got them, every one of them, to 
close up their places of business and 
come to church. There were seven of 
them in number and during the week 
six out of the seven gave their hearts 
to God, and all of them agreed to 
close up their business. A great re- 
vival broke out in the town which ex- 
tended all through the county, and 
several counties. Every barkeeper 
agreed to quit business and in six 
months’ time there was not a barroom 
in that county, and so far as I know 
there has never been one in the coun- 
ty until this day. 

Such a gracious revival of religion! 
How did it all come about? Not by 
great preaching; not by great manip- 
ulation; not by great singing—valu- 
able as these all may be. It came about 
through a little half idiot boy who 
had no better sense than to trust God 
the best he knew, and do his level 
best.—Prairie Pastor and Overcomer. 





Some people get less for their 
character than Esau did for his 
birthright, and seem to be satisfied 
with their deal. 
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We are certainly happy that we 
can have this meeting here today and 
enjoy the blessings of God together in 
these perilous times. I have chosen 
for a subject one that I think might 
cover the situation for the present 
and wish that I had sufficient time to 
deal with the subject of such impor- 
tance as this occasion demands. The 
subject is, “The Supreme Need in 
This Crisis.” 

I should like to speak some on the 
subjects of prayer, vision, anointing 
and work. The scripture reading is: 

“Ask, and it shall be given you,” 
Matt. 7:7. 
aa” and ye shall receive,” John 

“For everyone that asketh receiv- 
eth,” Matt. 7:8. 

“Ye have not, because ye ask not,” 
James 4:2. 

“How much more shall your Father 
which is in heaven give good things 
to them that ask him?” Matt. 7:11. 

“And all things, whatsoever ye shall 
ask in prayer, believing, ye shall re- 
ceive,” Matt. 21:22. 

“How much more shall your heav- 
enly Father give the Holy Spirit to 
them that ask him?” Luke 11:13. 

“If ye shall ask anvthing in my 
name, [ will do it,” John 14:14. 

“O thou that hearest prayer, unto 
thee shall all flesh come,” Psa. 65:2. 

“But without faith it is impossible 
_to please him: for he that cometh to 
God must believe that he is, and that 
he is a rewarder of them that dili- 
gently seek him,” Heb. 11:6. 

When we think of these terms 
through the ages we learn that prayer 
is asking and receiving. God’s attri- 
butes, character, and mercy never 
change. He is the same yesterday, to- 
day, and forever. 

He was the God of Enoch when 
Enoch walked and talked with him; 
and it has been said by a little Sun- 
day School boy that the reason he 
went on home with God was that 
they were just closer to God’s house 
when they finished their walk than to 
Enoch’s house. God heard Daniel’s 
prayer when he was in the lions’ den 
and delivered him; and He heard him 
when he prayed for the people of 
Israel that he might understand how 
God was dealing with them while 
they were in captivity in far-away 
Babylon. He heard Elijah’s prayer 
when he prayed that it might not 
rain; and then when he prayed again 
that it might rain, God heard his 
prayer, and it rained. He heard the 
prayer of Elijah as he sat alone and 
discouraged under the juniper tree 
out in the wilderness, thinking all had 
forsaken him. He heard the prayer of 
the Hebrew children when they were 
thrown into the fiery furnace. They 
trusted in the power of God, and their 
clothing was not even singed, but 
those who threw them into the fire 
died from the heat. 

I tell you we need the presence of 
God enveloping us in these days and 
keeping us from the evil and from the 
fires of persecution and temptations 
throughout the world. Let us think of 
the expression, “Thou that hearest 
prayer, unto thee shall all flesh come.” 
Let us think of God who answers 
prayer—of Him who hears the prayers 
of all people, regardless of their color, 
nationality, station in life, or the lan- 
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guage they speak. If you could tune in 
on God’s radio this morning, you 
would hear from people everywhere— 
from the fox holes in the deserts, from 
plains and from mountains, from 
ships and submarines, from trains and 
buses, from people in sickrooms, from 
boys in camps, and from mothers 
praying for their boys. Prayers would 
be coming up from every land and in 
every language. We thank God this 
morning that we have a prayer-hear- 
ing and prayer-answering God. Glory 
to God! 

As God heard and answered the 
prayers of the people of Old Testa- 
ment times, so He heard and an- 
swered the prayers of the people of 
New Testament times. He heard Cor- 
nelius and his household praying, and 
sent Holy Ghost conviction on the 
people and baptized them with the 
Holy Ghost. He heard prayer when 
Peter was in prison and delivered him. 
He heard the prayers of Paul and Si- 
las as they prayed unto Him in the 
prison at midnight. Someone said, 
“Why did they wait until midnight?” 
Well, I think that it took a while for 
them to get the victory. They were 
bruised and were suffering, but some- 
how down about midnight they began 
to pray and to sing. When you reach 
the point where there is a song in 
your soul, it is not long until you will 
have the victory. Our God hears the 
prayers of the millions of people who 
call on Him. He can heal our bodies; 
and if He can heal our bodies, that is 
proof that He controls every corpuscle 
in the blood, every nerve, every cell, 
and every tissue. How many of you 
have been definitely healed by the 
Lord! 

Brethren, we should give more time 
to prayer. Of all things we should 
pray. If God caused the sun to stand 
Still, it is evident that He has power 
over the universe to stop all the heav- 
enly beings. He proves that He is the 
Creator of all things because He can 
stop their great course. Yes, we are 
serving a mighty God, a prayer-hear- 
ing and prayer-answering God. When 
we think of the revivals and of the 
part that God has in them, then we 
must admit that He has power over 
the wills of men and that He can 
change them. Brother, if He didn’t 
have that power and did not influ- 
ence the wills of men, we couldn’t 
have revivals. I am so glad that our 
God is powerful and real—oh, I feel 
His presence here now! Oh, hallelu- 
jah! When I think of our being here 
and of our wills being controlled by 
the Spirit of God, I feel a sacred 
nearness that I didn’t realize before. 
He is here to help us if we will look 
to Him in prayer. Nowhere in the 
Bible did He say, “You must labor 
without ceasing, preach or sing with- 
out ceasing”; but He said, “Pray 
without ceasing.” 

Oh, precious Church of God, you 
need to kneel in humble contrition 
to God and your soul cry out to the 
Almighty God. Always stay in that 


spirit of submission and attitude of 
prayer, for you can look for troubles 
and all kinds of disturbances when 
you get out of that spirit. When Solo- 
mon’s temple was built, it was not 
dedicated to entertain God with smoke 
from altars and with the songs of 
choirs; but He said, “Now mine eyes 
shall be open, and my ears attend un- 
to the prayer that is made in this 
place . . . For mine house shall be 
called a house of prayer for all peo- 
ple.” Think of it this morning! My 
house shall be called a house of 
prayer—and may I say this to the 
state overseers: Dear brethren, I have 
been studying the situation for some 
time, realizing the problems that we 
are facing; and I find that too many 
times you are heavily loaded and 
taxed almost to your limit—strained 
to the breaking point at times with 
the work that you are doing. One 
bishop a few hours ago said that he 
felt he did not have that connection 
with God that he had had when out 
in revivals a few years ago. With the 
responsibilities upon you, brethren, 
and with the condition of this war- 
torn world as it is—being drained of 
all resources of food, chemicals, man- 
power, and our great stalwart youth 
that we were so hopeful of for tomor- 
row but who are today being offered 
on the altars of war, whose blood is 
running in little rivulets all over the 
world—with labor scarcity and other 
problems—you need more than ever to 
lean on God in prayer as you labor 
for Him under the tension. 


Your congregations are tired on 
Sunday mornings because of the hard 
hours through the week, and with 
heart strings pulled to the limit be- 
cause of the separations and disap- 
pointments they are suffering. Brotn- 
er, I think that we are meeting some- 
what the same problems as did the 
apostles in their earlier day after 
Pentecost when they were gathered 
together in Jerusalem. They were 
faced with the race problem between 
the Greeks and the Jews, and the 
Greek widows were being neglected. 
The apostles said, “It is not reason 
that we should leave the word of God 
and serve tables ... But we will give 
ourselves continually to prayer, and 
to the ministry of the word.” Brother, 
there is a need, and I hope that you 
can see that need this morning. Pre- 
cious ministers, you are loaded with a 
great weight of many responsibilities, 
and I know that there is no substitute 
for personal contact with your peo- 
ple. You cannot satisfy the people 
that you are leading by answering the 
telephone and sending out others, but 
you do need to shift some of the re- 
sponsibilities and burdens of finance 
to others so that you can give your- 
selves to prayer. The apostles did not 
shift their responsibilities to others 
so that they would have more time to 
preach or visit—but first with them 
came prayer! It is prayer that we 
need today; and that contact with 
God is the first thing necessary to 
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your ministry—prayer to God, not 
preaching. You should have assistants, 
but the first thing you are relieved 
for by your assistants is prayer. I 
heard just a little while ago some 
brethren discussing the matter of 
shifting responsibilities to state secre- 
taries and arranging their work so 
that they would be privileged to give 
more time to other things. May they 
remember that the first thing they 
are relieved for is prayer. Lord, 
help us to see “what needless pain we 
bear, all because we do not carry 
everything to God in prayer.” 

A sister said a few days ago that she 
was very eager to receive certain [fi- 
nance at a certain time. She went to 
her room in prayer; and within a few 
moments she was greeted by someone 
who said, “I felt impressed to give 
you this.” It was $25. That didn’t hap- 
pen forty years ago. That was last 
week! This is a time when we need to 
look to God and expect Him to answer 
prayer. If we don’t pray, we can’t ex- 
pect to receive anything from God. 
All that we get must come from God 
in prayer; and if we neglect that 
source, we cut off our source of bless- 
ings and our opportunity to be of serv- 
ice to Him. 

James said, “Ye lust, and have not: 
ye kill, and desire to have, and can- 
not obtain; ye fight and war, yet ye 
have not, because ye ask not. Ye have 
not because ye ask not.” That is a 
challenge to every nation of earth to- 
day—-“you kill and desire to have.” We 
didn’t want this war, but when this 
(Old Glory) was torn down and tram- 
pled underfoot, when our nation was 
disrespected, and when our manhood 
was dishonored, there was nothing 
else to do but to defend this flag and 
the principles and ideals for which it 
stands. But the scripture still reads, 
“Ye fight and war, yet ye have not, 
because ye ask not.” Uncle Sam, you 
need to go to the altar until you can 
pray through, and then you can ex- 
pect results from our Father. I tell 
you, fightings, warrings, strugglings, 
schemings, shady maneuvering— 
these are not God’s way to obtain 
things from God. Brethren, if in the 
past you have been careless and in- 
different, you were surely out of har- 
mony with His will, and you may ex- 
pect most anything to slip into your 
lives—doubts, fears, confusion—these 
things will hinder and hurt. 

Just a few days ago the telephone 
rang, and when I picked up the re- 
ceiver, I heard my sister saying, 
“Father is seriously ill. Limb to be 
amputated tomorrow at eleven. We 
can’t postpone it any longer.” That 
was at 5:25 p. m. I found no bus or 
train connections possible. I called the 
Rationing Board and secured gasoline 
to make the trip, and with my family 
I drove speedily all night and arrived 
just twenty minutes before the ap- 
pointed hour for the operation. My 
precious old father had already been 
rolled into the operating room, but 
the kind doctors allowed me permis- 
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sion to have a word with him; and as 
I walked into the room (he did not 
know I was coming), he looked up, 
and a little lake of tears formed in 
his eyes as I said, “Dad, you know we 
will be praying for you.” He said, “I 
know it, son. It won’t be long until it 
will all be over.” Words were few, but 
moments were precious—for how did 
we know but that it might all soon 
be over, for the doctors‘had said that 
his life would be only a matter of a 
few hours unless they could get the 
death-dealing gangrene poison that 
had set up checked. But we were pray- 
ing. My sister, who was in Alabama 
and had received the message, was 
praying, the Council was praying; 
and when my father came out of the 
operating room, he felt much better 
than when he entered the room. The 
Council sent him a beautiful bouquet 
of flowers, and although he did not 
have the privilege of obtaining the 
schooling that many others have had, 
he wrote with his own hand and 
thanked me and asked that I express 
his appreciation to the Council for the 
flowers. 

It is different when you come right 
to the jaws of death and begin to look 
up and realize that if God doesn’t un- 
dertake, all will be lost. Many times 
we face problems, and it is only 
through prayer that we can look to 
Him for deliverance. 

Dr. Harry Emerson Fosdick, a noted 
modernist, in his book entitled “The 
Meaning of Prayer” (page 22), Says, 
“There are some who still think of 
prayer in terms of childish supplica- 
tions to a divine Santa Claus.” Again, 
he says (page 23), “Many foolish 
prayers are offered by the well-mean- 
ing but unintelligent with the excuse 
that they are childlike in their simple 
trust,” and again he said, “To pray to 
God as though He were Santa Claus 
is childish. Childishness in prayer is 
chiefly evidenced in an over-weaning 
desire to beg things from God.” Men 
like this cannot represent Protestant- 
ism. They don’t believe there is any- 
thing to prayer. They believe that 
prayers do not change anything, but 
just improve the atmosphere around 
them. Prayer with them is only a 
matter of form and convenience, and 
they do not think that there is ever 
anything to be obtained through it. 
Well, they are like the man who said 
that when his wife went shopping she 
didn’t expect to buy anything but she 
just went window shopping. Evident- 
ly men who deny the virgin birth of 
Jesus, the veracity of the Bible, and 
the story of Jesus who died to save us 


. with His blood do not expect to ac- 


complish anything through their 
prayers when they pray. Just confess- 
ing one’s sins and shortcoming is not 
strictly prayer. Daniel said that he 
confessed and prayed unto the Lord 
— God. Prayer is asking and receiv- 
ng. 

Financially, we have made a great 
increase in the work this year over 
that of last year. There was an in- 
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crease of more than $36,000 in tithes 
this year over last year. In missions 
there will be this year a great increase 
over that of last year. The receipts 
for missions anticipated at the As- 
sembly, including the state conven- 
tion offerings and the amounts sent 
in to headquarters during the year, 
will figure about $150,000 sent to head- 
quarters this year; and this amount, 
together with the district offerings, 
will make a total of approximately 
$170,000 raised for the cause of mis- 
sions in the Church of God this year. 
You can’t imagine how that amount 
compares with the receipts of ten 
years ago, which were about $3,000 or 
$4,000; and I know that in 1935 the re- 
ceipts were about $7,000. 

We have had 79 new churches or- 
ganized in the States this year, and 
including those in the foreign fields, 
we have a total of 154 new churches 
with an increase in membership of 
only 1,739 over last year. That goes to 
show that many of the people about 
us are slipping through our fingers 
and drifting away from God. 

There were 213,114 sermons preached 
last year, according to the reports of 
our ministers; and 37,682 people were 
saved; more than 17,000 were sancti- 
fied; about 12,000 received the Holy 
Ghost; and about 11,000 were added 
to the Church. You preached an aver- 
age of twenty sermons before one per- 
son came into the church, nineteen 
sermons before one received the Holy 
Ghost, twelve sermons before one was 
sanctified, and six sermons before one 
was saved. It has taken more than 
80,000 of you, including 3,408 preach- 
ers, working continually for twelve 
months in order to see a gain in mem- 
bership of 1,739 persons. God help us 
to catch a vision of lost souls. 

Brethren, there is a lack somewhere. 
When we all felt at our Council two 
years ago that special evangelistic 
urge and you went back home, pledg- 
ing to spend more time in prayer and 
to put forth greater efforts for the 
salvation of the lost than ever before, 
I know that you meant to keep that 
pledge; and you have done a great 
work, and God has helped us; but in 
this unsettled condition of the world 
today, we are not winning souls to 
God as we should; and if we intend 
to win anybody to God, we should 
start now and keep on working and 
trusting in the Lord to help us. It is 
important. The Council has felt this 
and is working hard to get evangel- 
ists started all over the nation. ey 
voted that we should have at least 
three national evangelistic parties and 
have appropriated some $20,000 for 
their maintenance. We are endeavor- 
ing to expand our radio work so that 
radio messages and songs from the 
Church of God may be heard all over 
the nation. Somehow may our souls 
catch a new flame in telling the world 
about the Church of God and may we 
get a new vision of our opportunities 
in a world that is crushed and torn.

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It is possible to live holy before the 
Lord. The gospel of Jesus Christ knows 
no defeat. Victory, which often foun- 
tains forth from apparent defeat, is 
the result of Christian living—the life 
of Christ manifest IN the Christian. 
Surely, in this hour, Prophecy, and 
The Signs of the Times are fitting 
messages. But more and more, since 
our return to Mexico, the writer has 
felt the conviction to preach, or per- 
haps we should better say to teach, 
along the lines of “The Victorious 
Life.” Most certainly, the Church is 
strong only as the believers, individ- 
ually, are living in victory in their 
daily lives. The Lord’s very soon com- 
ing is declared to us by every mate- 
rial and spiritual sign, and it is im- 
possible for us to do anything about it 
but to be ready. For He WILL come! 
The concern of the Christian now is, 
preparation for that coming. 

Everyone feels that tribulations and 
trials are being multiplied daily; that 
there is an increasing power of dark- 
ness in the world. Discouragement is 
the greatest weapon of the devil. And 
discouragement is an inevitable result 
of defeat in the spiritual life. We can 
face the facts and be fully aware of 
the conditions of the times in which 
we are living, but still obey the admo- 
nition of the gospel as to sanctified 
living. And this will greatly help us to 
victoriously lift up our heads and re- 
joice (Luke 21:28). For all this is but 
the announcing with the voice of 
trumpet, that our redemption is upon 
us. 

Studies on victorious living must be 
practical, for they deal with practi- 
cal living. Therefore, we shall discuss 
the problems of crude, everyday liv- 
ing, putting away some of the more 
ethical lines of thought. 

First, there is a need of conviction 
in every Christian heart, that the 
Bible teaches that it is possible to live 
a victorious life, and to overcome all 
sin. Perhaps it would be better to say, 
“the sanctified life,” but to make it 
more comprehensible, we are going to 
talk about plain old victory over sin. 

One immediate action is necessary 
in much of the Church of God today, 
and that is to forget how other people 
are living, and go back again to the 
pattern we find in the Word of God. 
Many feel that because they are no 
worse or no better than many others 
in the Church, who SHOUT, sing and 
dance, that perhaps all is well with 
their lives. But, oh, the victory will 
be found in not taking for our pat- 
tern the lives with human defects, 
but the precious Word of God. The 
dressmaker who wishes to cut per- 
haps fifty dresses from one pattern, 
would never think of using the pat- 
tern just once, and then cutting each 
dress from the preceding dress. For 
immediately, anyone who has had any 
experience in making dresses can say 
that it is impossible to cut the fiftieth 


dress in this way and have it measure’ 


exactly as did the first dress. So man, 
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with his spiritual life, must not try 
to adjust it according to the measure 
of man. But each individual must go 
back to the original pattern, and that, 
the Word of God. 

The most important thing is to be 
convinced that the Bible teaches that 
we can overcome. Then we can con- 
sider the numerous ways and means 
by which we may overcome. This is 
perhaps not so interesting, but is val- 
uable, even as the foundation of a 
house in itself holds no interest. But 
who would dare to say that the foun- 
dation is not one of the most impor- 
tant parts of the edifice. 

All that we receive from God in 
spiritual blessing, is received by grace, 
through the medium of faith. And 
victory comes by faith. The Bible 
teaches us that faith comes by hear- 
ing the Word (Rom. 10:17). Then to 
have faith for victory in our spiritual 
lives, there must be a deep-rooted con- 
viction that the Bible teaches that it 
is the will of God for the Christian to 
overcome, and that God has made 
the way possible that he MIGHT 
overcome. 


Now to make this study more 
practical, more interesting, what 
things need overcoming? And the an- 
swer is, All the carnal nature, which 
is enmity against God. For it is not 
subject to the law of God, neither in- 
deed can be! (Rom. 8:7.) No Christian 
wants to be an enemy of God, or of 
His work. But no Christian can be 
anything else unless there is victory 
over the carnal mind. Perhaps the 
word “carnal” presents a very vague 
idea of just what is included in the 
life that is against God, and the vic- 
torious life. It might be better for us 
to express it even as Galatians pre- 
sents the picture of the carnal enmity 
of the flesh against the Spirit. “For 
the flesh lusteth against the Spirit, 
and the Spirit against the flesh: and 
these are contrary the one to the oth- 
er: so that ye cannot do the things 
that ye would. But if ye be led of the 
Spirit, ye are not under the law. Now 
the works of the flesh are manifest, 
which are these: adultery, fornication, 
uncleanness, lasciviousness, idolatry, 
witchcraft, hatred, variance, emula- 
tion, wrath, strife, sedition, heresies, 
envyings, murders, drunkenness, revel- 
lings, and such like: of the which I 
tell you before, as I have also told you 
in times past, that they which do such 
things shall not inherit the kingdom 
of God” (Gal. 5:17-21). 


Now some of these things men- 
tioned seem to be very small things, 
such as hatred, wrath, strife, envy- 
ings. We can almost hear Christians 
crying everywhere, “Why, these things 
are prevalent.” Nevertheless, again the 
pattern of the Word says that these 


‘things ought not to be, and that they 


which do such things shall NOT in- 
herit the kingdom of God. It would 
be well to say here that the word 
“do” does not mean a _ perchance 


feeling, but an inbred, continuous 
spirit of the thing, manifest in the 
Christian life. This means death. And 
to continue as a habit, without 
a desire or effort to put away from 
our hearts this enmity against God, 
leaves us in great danger of complete- 
ly failing God, and of losing our eter- 
nal life. They that are Christ’s have 
CRUCIFIED the flesh with the affec- 
tions and lusts thereof. The fruit of 
the Spirit in the Christian life, which 
is contrary to all this, is love, joy, 
peace, longsuffering, gentleness, 
goodness, faith, meekness, temper- 
ance: against such there is no law. 
(Gal. 5:22-23.) 

Not long ago, in reaching this point 
in the study, I asked a group of Mex- 
icans, “How many of you want to 
die?” They looked at me in surprise 
and shook their heads, “No!” I might 
better have asked, “How many of you 
want to die to the carnal mind, and 
be crucified with Christ, and live the 
resurrected, victorious life?” The most 
of them would have at once said, 
“Yes!” But even as the natural body 
of sin resists death, and dies in re- 
sistance and suffering, so in the same 
manner in our Christian experience 
the carnal nature dies, but only in a 
death struggle of resistance and suf- 
fering. One of the main reasons that 
Christians do not live a victorious life 
is because there is a strong hesitancy 
and holding back from having to pass 
through a time of suffering, mortifi- 
cation, and crucifixion of the carnal 
nature, in being crucified with Christ. 

In 1 John 5:18 we read, “We know 
that whosoever is born of God sinneth 
not; but he that is begotten of God 
keepeth himself, and that wicked one 
toucheth him not.” This scripture does 
not teach that the Christian can 
NEVER sin. But expressing the word 
“can” in another way tells us definite- 
ly, with all the other scriptures, that 
the Christian is made “able not to 
sin.” How are we protected from sin- 
ning? By “keeping” ourselves, or our 
souls. The word used here in Spanish 
for the word “keep” is from the in- 
finitive “guardar,” which not only 
means to keep but has the same 
meaning as our word “guard,” or pro- 
tect. Then it is certain that God does 
not just hand us out an overcoming 
life while we sit with hands folded, at 
perfect ease, doing nothing about the 
evil that assails us. Let us use the 
word “guard.” God’s promise is, that 
as long as we are “on our guard,” or 
keeping ourselves, we can live an over- 
coming life, without sin. And all of 
the things mentioned in this article 
about the carnal mind, are defeated 
as we guard. 

I have learned a great deal in Mex- 
ico about the material life. It is con- 
stantly guarding—windows must be 
locked, doors fastened securely, and 
not a moment can a person be off 
guard. The fountain pens that men 
carry must be hidden inside their 
coats, else someone will jostle you on

the street and your pen is gone. How 
well I remember the experience of 
our General Overseer, Brother Walker, 
as he went dashing through the mid- 
dle of the all-too-heavy traffic of 
downtown Mexico City, dodging cars 
and pedestrians, in and out, winding 
for blocks, to recover his stolen foun- 
tain pen. Why did Brother Walker 
lose his pen? Because he was unaware 
of the danger here in Mexico and was 
not guarding. And he recovered it be- 
cause he was determined, despite the 
mortification of running’. wilaly 
through the streets. This is a wonder- 
ful illustration. We do need to first 
recognize the danger of losing our 
souls. And then to guard the life of 
the Spirit as we would guard gold, 
silver, or whatsoever treasure we have, 
in a land of uncertainty. 

Now let us consider for a moment 
the simple promise in Matt. 5:6. 
“Blessed are they which do hunger 
and thirst after righteousness; ior 
they shall be filled.” An appetite for 
righteousness is essential. I have 
learned many things from my chil- 
dren. When Roberta Ruth comes to 
the table and does not care to eat, and 
there is a good meal before her, well 
prepared, I know that she is either 
sick, or more likely, someone, custom- 
ary to Mexican habit, has been giving 
her centavos, and she has filled up 
on candy. She has lost her appetite 
and cannot eat. How do I help her to 
regain her appetite? I say, “No more 
candy, young lady.” And by the next 
meal she has a good appetite for the 
right food, eats well and is filled. If a 
healthy appetite, or a hunger for 
righteousness, is to come in our souls, 
we must not partake of the delicacies 
of the world. For they create a false 
appetite. But as we come hungry to 





God’s table of good things, His prom- 
ise is to fill us with righteousness, 
leaving no room for anything that is 
enmity against God. 

Did you notice that in both of these 
promises to fill us with the victorious 
life there is something for the be- 
liever to do—to guard the soul, to pre- 
serve the appetite? 


Again, another hope for the life of 
victory. Remember that the promise 
in God’s Word to the believer for vic- 
torious living is not limited by the 
handicaps of natural personality, the 
disposition or inherited tendencies, 
but is a clean, straightforward prom- 
ise to whosoever will to be and to live 


a new creature in Christ Jesus. Gal. 
2:20, “I am crucified with Christ: 
nevertheless I live; yet not I, but 
Christ liveth in me: and the life which 
I now live in the flesh, I live by the 
faith of the Son of God, who loved me, 
and gave himself for me.” How beau- 
tiful is the thought expressed, that 
we, too, with Paul, can be crucified 
with Christ. Paul, no doubt, suffered 
through the crucifixion period of his 
life when he purposed to crucify the 
old nature and live the resurrected, 
victorious life. This is the sanctified, 
victorious life, giving victory over all 
carnality as long as the person guards 
and retains a hunger or a desire. 

An incident that occurred in a small 
town illustrates this. A phronologist 
was giving a public demonstration in 
the city nall, proving his ability to 
read character from the shape of the 
head. Among those who assembled 
with interest was a man past middle 
age, who had resided in this town for 
about thirty years. After the scientist 
had declared that he could tell the 
disposition of any of them by the 
scientific form of the head, this well- 
known citizen volunteered to let the 
phronologist tell all about him pub- 
licly. After the phronologist had 
named a few good points, he began to 
feel of other bumps on the head, and 
said something like this, “This man is 
inclined to be deceitful, very impa- 
tient and stubborn at times. He is al- 
so stingy.” But immediately there 
arose a storm of protest in the audi- 
ence, many saying, “No! No! You are 
wrong. This man is never impatient. 
Ze is charitable in his giving.” But 
the man in question arose, in his ac- 
customed quiet way, and said, “All 
that this gentleman has told you is 
correct. But I must explain. He has 
described to you the natural man that 
I was before Christ saved me. I be- 
came a Christian before anyone here 
knew me. And you who know me here, 
only know Christ living in me. For 
my old life is hid with Christ in God.” 
(Col. 3:3), “For ye are dead; and your 
life is hid with Christ, in God.”

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TOUR IN TAMIL AND TELEGU 
FIELD (INDIA) 


Our field secretary is making a tour 
of the Tamil and Telegu fields. Nel- 
lore in the Telegu field is about 200 
miles from Madras. A worker has been 
there for some time, working not only 
in Nellore town but in surrounding 
villages. He has been begging us to 
send him others to assist in the work 
and in February last we sent a 
couple, both of whom have had some 
training in our Bible school. Matthew, 
the husband, has been in Telegu work 
before so was soon able to get to 
speaking the language again. His 
wife has not been well since they went 
there and during this, the hottest 
season of the year, it is very hard for 
them. Brother Vereghese, our field 
secretary, visited our brethren in 
Madras for a day only on his way to 
Nellore. I quote from some of his let- 
ters to us: 

April 15, 1943—‘“The work in 
Madras will be really established when 
we have our building finished and a 
permanent worker stay there. Now on 
Sundays after Brother Chelliah’s com- 
ing, more than 150 people are regu- 
larly attending and 60 members take 
part in the Lord’s supper. 

“In the Settlement you remember 
that about 100 people were baptized, 
but since we had no proper workers, 
and since some of them left the Set- 
tlement, the work has gone down. By 
His grace we now have 30 permanent 
members and Brother Chelliah is liked 
much by them. Brother Daniel is now 
free to go to different churches after 
Brother Chelliah’s coming. Sundays 
they all gather in the hall of Brother 
Daniel’s house. Brother Chelliah is a 
result of our village work at Nakanari 
and he wants to spend the rest of his 
life in the Lord’s work. .. He is ready to 
go anywhere where the Church of 
God sends him, but my suggestion is 
that this brother will be a very useful 
worker for the Church of God in 
India in Madras.” 

This brother is one who gave up his 
position as a teacher to do the Lord’s 
work, stepping out at the beginning 
of this year to do so. We have had 
some doubts about taking him into 
the work without his having some 
Bible training and experience in the 
work, but on the suggestion of our 
secretary, we are allowing him to re- 
main in Madras for the present at 
least. The worker there, Brother 
Daniel, travels around much, helping 
in other places, and he went with 
Brother Vereghese for the Nellore con- 
vention and meetings which followed. 
To continue quoting from this letter: 
“Brother Daniel was very weak when 
I met him, but in spite of his weak- 
ness he gladly came and he is helping 
in the meetings. Our M. M. Chacko, of 
Poovathur, is also a great help to the 
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work in Madras. He often visits Chel- 
liah and they both go around and 
hold public meetings.” 


Brother Chacko is the beloved lan- 
guage teacher and interpreter of the 
Cases when they were in India and 
they felt sorry to part with him when 
he took up a position in the railway. 
They will be glad to hear that the 
Lord blesses his testimony and minis- 
try in the different places where he 
has worked. We are giad he is such a 
help to the work in Madras and 
vicinity. I now quote from his last let- 
ter to us: “During the past three 
months, my Lord has been particular- 
ly gracious and kind towards me. Man- 
ifold are the blessings which I enjoy 
still from His bountiful hands. Often- 
times when I feel weak and heavy 
laden, the touch of the Master’s hand 
encourages me, instills in me new 
strength and joy, and pushes me for- 
ward with new visions and ideals, 
praise be to His glorious name. Had it 
not been for the thought that our 
heavenly Father is still interested in 
us and is still living for us, how mis- 
erable life would have been. ... 


“T have no doubt that Brother and 
Sister Chelliah will come out as two 
of the best workers in the Church of 
God. . . . In the absence of Brother 
Daniel all our church services are not 
stopped but are being carried on nice- 
ly. As far as possible I am attending 
all the services. The Lord is blessing 
us when we meet together: we can 
feel His presence. The Spirit of the 
Lord is working in the hearts of many, 
convincing them of the wonder-work- 
ing power of Jesus and convicting 
them of their sins. .. Any word from 
Brother and Sister Case? If any cor- 
respondence, please convey my best 
wishes. ... Before the coming of our 
Lord we are praying for a mighty re- 
vival. throughout the whole of our 
work. Oftentimes the words which St. 
John heard finally from heaven, ‘Be- 
hold, I come quickly,’ moves me con- 
siderably. I used to ask myself, ‘Can 
you pray with John, Amen. Even so 
come, Lord Jesus’? Glory to God. Thus 
Wwe are carrying on, leaning on the 
arms of Jesus, the help of the helpless 
and a present help in time of trouble... 

“Brother Daniel is not nowadays 
keeping good health. The long years 
of service for the Lord have weakened 
him physically. Please remember him 
also, especially so that the Lord may 
spare him for some more years, to be 
utilized for His glory ... Your loving 
brother, M. M. Chacko.” 

Parts of Brother Vereghese’s letter 
to us dated April 21, 1943: “I am sorry 
I could not write to you just after 
the convention since I was not well. 
The convention was over by the 18th; 
but it does not mean that our part in 
the work is over. Monday we were in- 
vited to a certain house and there we 
had a special meeting. Yesterday we 


were called in the Deputy Collector’s 
house and according to the invitation 
of that gentleman a good crowd as- 
sembled there and we had a very fine 
meeting. Today we are going to the 
Reserved Police Line and intend to 
hold some meetings today and tomor- 
row. On Good Friday we are called in 
two places, one in the Baptist church 
near by.... 

“Very glad to let you know that this 
town is a little bit stirred up because 
of our convention. The Lord used us 
wonderfully and we know it was all 
because of the prayers of the dear 
saints. From Friday to Sunday we are 
to have a convention at Kovur, one of 
the outstations of Nellore. I was very 
sick yesterday because of high fever 
and headache but today I am well; 
after bathing I am also going to the 
meeting in the Police Line. The heat 
is severe. We can’t get proper sleep 
and I have no appetite. Please pray. 

“The Lord used Brother Daniel won- 
derfully. I now see how useful he is, 
especially among these Tamil and 
Telegu people; messages like his are 
needed among these people. It is true 
his illustrations will make everybody 
to laugh, but the moral lessons will 
attract the people. His body also is not 
strong enough to stand this heat... 
He is thinking of leaving this place 
next Sunday evening as he has to 
make arrangements for his conven- 
tion at Madras.... 

“I want you to pray especially for 
one police young man who gave his 
heart to the Lord during our conven- 
tion. He was living a very wretched 
life. He divorced his wife and was liv- 
ing with another woman near by. By 
our continuous talk to him he agreed 
to leave this woman and get his wife 
back. Today he came and spent some 
time in prayer with us and he is reaay 
to get baptized. ...T. M. Vereghese.” 

Watch for news in a later letter of 
his, to be sent later. Dear ones, pray 
much for the work in India. God is al- 
so working in Travancore, for which 
we praise Him. The time is short and 
what we do must be done quickly. 
Please do not forget to pray for us. 
May the Lord bless all the dear friends 
in the Church of God in the home- 


land, is our prayer.—Bertha N. Cook. e

When the war is over, we will want 
preachers and missionaries to go to 
those countries made sad by the suf- 
ferings and oppression of war. May we 
have a vision of a little white church 
house—the Church of God—in each of 
the little towns in those war-torn 
countries where the people are now 
starving and facing death with the 
feeling that no one loves them. 

Brother, don’t you want to be a mis- 
sionary to go to tell them about Jesus 
and His love? We will dedicate our 
jobs, our money, our minds, our lives 
to carry the message of salvation to 
them. Money alone will not suffice to 
meet the great need before us. When 
the battle gets hard, let us not turn 
our gaze to the things of the world and 
leave our calling of carrying the mes- 
sage of salvation to the lost to take 
up work at big-paying jobs, lest it 
should be said of us as it was of De- 
mas—‘“He hast forsaken me, having 
loved this present world.” If you set 
your heart to riches, you will become 
a Demas or a Judas. If you are a De- 
mas, you can’t be trusted; and if a 
Judas, you might just as well go hang 
yourself now. 

O brother, we are facing problems 
and we cannot afford to go carelessly 
along. God help us to wake up and 
realize that we have a work to do. God 
needs men and women who are conse- 
crated and will stand for Him. God 
needs men. He can’t run His Church 
without men. He has ordained that 
men should preach this gospel, and I 
sincerely plead with you to renew your 
covenant with the Lord and pray as 
you have never prayed before. I have 
been touched with the stories from 
the mission fields and realize that 
doors are being closed against us 
right here in the Western Hemisphere. 
The religionists or Catholics who are 
well established in South America and 
the islands are making it very hard 
on our Protestant missionaries. We 
offer to them in America equal privi- 
leges and liberties, but they do not ex- 
tend to us equal rights, but rather 
accuse us of not being good neighbors 
because we undertake to convert them 
to the Protestant faith. 

Do you think that it would be wrong 
for you to go down and say to the city 
officials, “We want all the saloons to 
be taken out of this city”? No; you 
feel that you should remove the temp- 
tation to the youth of our nation, and 
when you can help to move these 
things it will protect your own boys 
and girls. We cannot afford to fold 
our hands and allow ourselves to feel 
that there is nothing that we can do. 
We know that we must depend on 
prayer; but in a democracy such as 
ours, where numbers count and power 
is recognized, there should certainly 
be a blending of our forces to 
help our need and to solve our prob- 
lems; and, brethren, I believe that 
after you have studied the work of 
the National Association of Evangeli- 
cals, you will find that it will be of 
great benefit to us in helping to pro- 
mote the cause of Christ. 

Recently in Norway eleven persons 
were lined up before the firing squad. 
They joined hands, prayed earnestly 
and sang an old hymn; and as the 
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song floated away, the rifles roared 
out and the souls slipped away to be 
with their Lord. It is high time that 
we stand shoulder to shoulder against 
the evils that would hinder the 
spread of the gospel of Jesus Christ. 
We must stand for the truth of God 
even if it takes our own lives. 

I believe that there have been more 
prayers offered this year than ever 
before, but let us not consider our 
prayers as just pastime or as just a 
matter of kneeling down before we go 
to bed. One brother last year during 
the busy Assembly rush, laboring until 
late hours at night, knelt for prayer 
before retiring; and his wife said, 
“Why, Daddy, did you pray?” He re- 
plied, “I do believe I returned thanks.” 
We need to come before God with our 
minds clear and earnestly look to Him 
for the things that we need and for 
grace and power to accomplish what 
He would have us to toward the salva- 
tion of the lost. I have faith in God 
that we will go forward. We are not 
going to be defeated. God doesn’t 
mean for us to struggle along with a 
defeated, despondent life. No, He 
wants us to have a life devoted to Him 
in prayer, and He will supply all our 
needs. May God help us.

The Thirty-eighth Annual General 
Assembly (ministerial) of the Church 
of God that convened in the Munici- 
pal Auditorium, Birmingham, Ala., 
August 24-29, is now history, but the 
sacred feeling and fellowship that was 
felt there will linger long in our hearts 
and minds, and will be just another 
spiritual steppingstone on our jour- 
ney toward the celestial city of God. 
Ministers and missionaries from vari- 
ous parts of the United States and 
isles of the sea began to arrive in Bir- 
mingham several days before the 
scheduled opening of the Assembly, 
all so very anxious to meet their 
brethren and fellow laborers from the 
various fields of labor, feeling that 
just clasping their hands and a 
hearty “God bless you” was the only 
thing that would satisfy them on such 
an occasion, after the hard-fought 
battles on the field the past year, 
where many victories had been won. 

The City of Birmingham, known as 
the Magic City of the South, gave the 
delegates a warm reception. Mayor 
Cooper Green was represented by one 
of the city’s legal staff, who gave the 
Assembly a hearty welcome to the 
city. He was greatly moved by the 
sincerity and deep spirituality that 
was manifest by the attending dele- 
gates. 

The Bishops’ Council was well at- 
tended, on one occasion numbering 
474. Also many of the evangelists were 
in the balconies listening in and en- 
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joying the deliberations of the Coun- 
cil. Many measures that were weighty 
and that would have a _ profound 
bearing on the progress and future or 
the Cnurch were discussed and one 
thing that stood out predominant 
throughout the entire Council was the 
spirit that regarded each minister as 
being sincere, and that each respect- 
ed the other in honor. I believe this 
same good spirit held sway during the 
entire Council. 

The entire group of present general 
officials were re-elected to serve in 
their respective positions for the en- 
suing year. Time will not’ permit us 
to dwell longer here, but we feel that 
this was the greatest Council ever held 
in the Church of God. 

The night services were given over 
to evangelism, managed by the over- 
seer of Alabama, and with the spa- 
cious auditorium open for all to at- 
tend. My, what wonderful night serv- 
ices were experienced. Some of our 
most able speakers brought some 
wonderful messages and many sought 
God, and were wonderfully blessed in 
the altar services each evening. 

Although we have all labored under 
trying times and under adverse con- 
ditions this year, with gas and tire 
rationing, we were amazed at the 
great throng of people who were in 
attendance. But knowing our people 
as I do, you know you just can’t keep 
people away from the General Assem- 
bly if any way at all remains open. 


May God always keep this zeal and 
love for His cause in the hearts of His 
people. 

One of the most touching services 
was the aged ministers’ service when 
a number of our faithful aged minis- 
ters were honored. Several faithful 
warriors had fallen on the field of 
battle this past year. They, too, were 
appropriately remembered. A beauti- 
ful basket of flowers was presented to 
those present, and likewise one in 
memory of those deceased this past 
year. 

The closing service on Sunday 
seemed to be the capping service of 
them all as the mission spirit seized 
upon us and as the mission work was 
represented by the various mission 
workers. The greatest offering ever 
given was received from the various 
states, which amounted to approxi- 
mately $52,000. May this be the means 
of many thousands of darkened souls 
in the dark and benighted lands of 
this earth finding Jesus Christ as 
their Savior. 

In conclusion may we say that we 
feel that every minister and layman 
that attended this great feast went 
back to his respective field of labor 
charged with love and determination 
to fight this good fight of faith until 
the Master of the universe says it is 
enough and calls us to be with Him, 
or to welcome that glorious event, the 
rapture, when we that are ready shall 
be caught up to meet the Lord in 
the air. 

In my twenty-six years in the 
Church of God, twenty years as a min- 
ister, attending the Assemblies since 
1920, I believe the 38th Assembly was 
the greatest ever. Long may we cher- 
ish its memory, and go on the strength 
of it to fight for God and His Church 
while we remain here in this great 
harvest field. God bless you all.
